HIROSHIMA, Japan (AP) 

— Japan marked the 68th 
anniversary Tuesday of the 
atomic bombing of Hiroshi¬ 
ma with a somber ceremo¬ 
ny to honor the dead and 
pledges to seek to elimi¬ 
nate nuclear weapons.

Some 50,000 people stood 
for a minute of silence in Hi¬ 
roshima’s peace park near 
the epicenter of the early 
morning blast on Aug. 
6, 1945, that killed up to 
140,000 people. 

The bombing of Naga¬ 
saki three days later killed 
tens of thousands mare, 
prompting Japan's surren¬ 
der to the World War II Al¬ 
lies. 

Prime Minister Shinzo Abe, 
among many dignitaries 
attending the event, said 
that as the sole country to 
face nuclear attack, Ja¬ 
pan has the sacred duty 
tc seek to wipe out nucle¬ 
ar weapons. He made na 
mentian at the dilemma 
this resource-scarce coun¬ 
try is facing over nuclear 
energy.

In an appearance in Phoe¬ 
nix, Obama endorsed bi¬ 
partisan efforts in the Sen¬ 


ate to wind down the two 
companies and end their 
Icngtime implicit guaran¬ 
tee of a federal govern¬ 
ment bailout. That dread 
prospect, once thought 
improbable, was realized in 
the fall 2008 financial crisis; 


Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac, then bankrupt, were 
rescued at great cast to 
taxpayers, who only now 
are being repaid.

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Egypt bristles as US Senators urge freeing prisoners

CAIRO (AP) — Two U.S. 

Senators came to Egypt 
Tuesday with a message tor 
the country’s new military- 
backed leaders: Release 
Islamist figures as a gesture 


to the Muslim Brotherhood 
or risk making “a huge mis¬ 
take.” 

The message from Republi¬ 
can Senators John McCain 
and Lindsey Graham met 
with a sharp response, de¬ 
nounced by interim Presi¬ 


dent Adly Mansour in a 
brief statement as “unac¬ 
ceptable interference in 
internal politics.” 

The new leadership, em¬ 
boldened by mass dem¬ 
onstrations of support, 
showed no sign of willing¬ 
ness to release Muslim 


Brotherhood figures whom 
McCain called “political 
prisoners” and whom the 
government plans to pros¬ 
ecute for allegedly inciting 
violence. 

As the senators made their 
rounds, authorities an¬ 


nounced that two Morsi 
aides would be jailed and 
face charges of inciting vi¬ 
olence in December when 
Muslim Brotherhood mem¬ 
bers attacked a sit-in by 
protesters outside Morsi’s 
office that sparked clashes, 
killing 10 people. 


At stake is stability in the 
Arab world’s most populous 
country. The new leader¬ 
ship is facing international 
calls to ease its crackdown 
on Morsi’s group while also 
dealing with calls by mil¬ 
lions of Egyptians to clear 


Brotherhood-led sit-ins in 
two major intersections of 
the capital. Some 250 peo¬ 
ple have been killed in vari¬ 
ous clashes since Morsi’s 
ouster. 

The Brotherhood is de¬ 
manding Morsi’s reinstate¬ 
ment as Egypt’s first freely 
elected president while the 
new government vows to 
push ahead with fresh elec¬ 
tions early next year. 

The McCain-Graham visit 
was carried out at U.S. 
President Barack Obama’s 
request, but their message 
differed from his. For one 
thing, they called what 
happened on July 3 a 
coup, a word the adminis¬ 
tration avoided because it 
would trigger a suspension 
of the $1.3 billion a year in 
U.S. military aid to Egypt. 
State Department spokes¬ 
woman Jen Psaki said “Our 
position has not changed” 
regarding the word 
“coup.” ’’Sen.McCain and 
Sen. Graham are certainly 
entitled to their opinions, 
just as any member of Con¬ 
gress is.” 

At a news conference in 
Cairo after meeting gov¬ 
ernment officials, military 
leaders and members of 
the Brotherhood’s political 
wing, the senators stressed 
the need to free prisoners. 
“It is impossible to talk with 
somebody who’s in jail. That 


is not a sustainable model 
that will allow transition to 
occur,” said Graham. 

“The status quo is unac¬ 
ceptable. Something’s got 
to give,” he said. 

He also said his message to 
the government is: “If you 
think you can negotiate 
with people who are in jail 
and that’s the way you’re 
going to negotiate, you’re 
making a huge mistake.” 
Echoing that sentiment, 
McCain said the Brother¬ 
hood must be included in 
Egypt’s transition. 

“Our purpose is to try to 
urge our friends toward a 
process that can avert a 
very serious situation that 
can affect not only the 
Arab world, but also the 
United States.” 

Graham suggested that 
U.S. military aid could be at 
risk. 

“We cannot support Egypt 
that is not moving toward 
democracy. Our aid is go¬ 
ing to be tied to what’s 
best, from our point of view, 
for the world, Egypt and 
the region,” he said. 
McCain, however, said 
cutting off aid “would have 
been the wrong thing to do 
and the wrong time.” 

The two Senators also said 
they made clear that they 
want the Brotherhood to 
renounce violence before 
negotiations start.Q

Abe also made no men¬ 
tion of the tens of thou¬ 
sands of people displaced 
by risks from radioactivity 
from a nuclear disaster in 
Fukushima, in its northeast. 
Most of Japan’s nuclear 
power plants were taken 
offline after the massive 
earthquake and tsunami 
in 2011 damaged reactors 
at a plant in Fukushima, 
causing meltdowns. Abe 
favors restarting plants un¬ 
der new safety guidelines, 
while many Japanese op¬ 
pose such restarts. 

There are over 200,000 “hi- 
bakusha,” surviving victims 
from the atomic bomb¬ 
ings, with an average age 
of nearly 79. Many gath¬ 


ered in Hiroshima to burn 
incense, bowing in prayer. 
In a “peace declara¬ 
tion” speech, Hiroshima’s 
mayor, Kazumi Matsui, de¬ 
scribed the pain of those 
who survived, only to be 
shunned as contaminated 
by the radiation. 

“The atomic bomb is the ul¬ 
timate inhumane weapon 
and an absolute evil. The 
hibakusha, who know the 
hell of an atomic bombing, 
have continuously fought 
that evil,” he said.Matsui 
chided the government 
for its efforts to restart the 
nuclear plants and to ex¬ 
port nuclear technology to 
other countries. “This sum¬ 
mer, eastern Japan is still 
suffering the aftermath of 
the great earthquake and 
the nuclear accident. □

Python’s strangling of 2 
boys in Canada probed

TORONTO (AP) — A 

100-pound (45-kilogram) 
python blamed in the 
strangling deaths ot two 
Canadian boys appar¬ 
ently escaped from its en¬ 
closure, slithered through 
a ventilation system and 
fell through the ceiling into 
the room where the young 
brothers were sleeping, au¬ 
thorities said Tuesday. 

A snake expert said it was 
possible that the python 
was spooked and simply 
clung to whatever it land¬ 
ed on. Police are treating 
the deaths in Campbell- 
ton. New Brunswick, as a 
criminal investigation. 
Autopsies on Noah Barthe, 
4 and his brother Con¬ 
nor Barthe, 6, were being 
performed Tuesday. The 
brothers had been visiting 
the apartment of a friend 
whose father owned an 
exotic pet store on the floor 
below. Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police Sgt. Alain 
Tremblay said at a news 
conference in Campbell- 
ton. Tremblay said the Af¬ 
rican rock python was be¬ 
ing kept inside the second 
floor apartment, not inside 
the pet store as authori¬ 
ties had previously stated. 
Steve Benteau, a spokes¬ 
man for the provincial 
Natural Resources Depart¬ 
ment, said no permit was 
issued for an African rock 
python and the province 
wasn’t aware it was being 
kept at the apartment. The 
department said the snake 
is generally only permitted 
in accredited zoos, unless 


there is a special permit. 
Tremblay said the snake 
was housed in a large glass 
enclosure that reached 
the ceiling of the apart¬ 
ment and escaped 
through a small hole in the 
ceiling connected to the 
ventilation system. He said 
the snake made its way 
through the ventilation sys¬ 
tem and moved toward 
the living room, where the 
boys were sleeping. The 
pipe collapsed and the 
snake fell. The friend of the 
boys was sleeping in an¬ 
other room and was un¬ 
harmed. The pet store own¬ 
er, Jean-Claude Savoie, 
told the Global News tele¬ 
vision station that he didn't 
hear a sound and discov¬ 
ered the “horrific scene" 
when he went into his living 
room on Monday morning. 
“I can't believe this is real," 
Savoie said. He said the 
boys were the children of 
his best friend and were of¬ 
ten at his apartment to visit 
his son. Savoie said the py¬ 
thon, which he has had for 
at least 10 years, had been 
kept alone in its enclosure 
and was not handled by 
anyone else. Police said 
the snake was killed by 
veterinarian. It was sent for 
a necropsy to confirm the 
type of snake and help un¬ 
derstand what may have 
caused it to attack. 

Family spokesman Dave 
Rose, the boys’ great-un¬ 
cle, said the brothers had 
spent Monday at Savoie's 
family farm and played 
with different animals be¬ 
fore staying over at the 
apartment.Q

FORT HOOD, Texas (AP) 

— Maj. Nidal Malik Hasan, 
who fired 146 bullets in 
his deadly assault on Fort 
Hood, calmly told the jury 
that he killed 13 people 
and wounded 32 others 
in the 2009 attack as the 
Army psychiatrist’s long- 
delayed trial began in a 
Texas military courtroom 
With his life hanging in the 
balance, Hasan made lit¬ 
tle effort to defend himself. 
Acting as his own attorney, 
his only utterance of regret 
for one of the worst acts 
of gun violence in U.S. his¬ 
tory was an acknowledge¬ 
ment that he was among 
“imperfect Muslims trying 
to establish the perfect re¬ 


ligion.” 

“The evidence will clearly 
show that I am the shoot¬ 
er,” he said in an open¬ 
ing statement that lasted 
little more than a minute. 
The evidence, he added, 
would “only show one 
side." 

Hasan, an American-born 
42-year-old, was paralyzed 
after being shot by officers 
responding to the attack. 
He spoke from a wheel¬ 
chair, wearing green Army 
fatigues and a gray, bushy 
beard. 

Hasan planned the assault 
for months, prosecutor 
Col. Steve Henricks said, 
describing how the de¬ 
fendant stockpiled bullets, 
practiced at a shooting 
range and bought an ex¬ 


tender kit so his pistol could 
hold more bullets. 

If convicted, Hasan could 
get the death penalty. 
No American soldier has 
been executed since 1961, 
and military prosecutors 
showed that they would 
take no chance of fum¬ 
bling details that could 
jeopardize any conviction. 
They described a calculat¬ 
ing Hasan, armed with two 
handguns and carrying 
paper towels in his pants 
pockets to conceal the 
sounds of rattling ammuni¬ 
tion as he walked through 
a deployment-readiness 
center on the sprawling 
base. 

“He came to believe he 
had a jihad duty to murder 


his fellow soldiers," Henricks 
said, adding that Hasan 
had researched Taliban 
leaders’ call to wage holy 
war. 

The government has also 
said Hasan sent more than 
a dozen emails starting in 
December 2008 to Anwar 
al-Awlaki, a radical U.S.- 
born Islamic cleric killed by 
a drone strike in Yemen in 
2011 . 

The shooting happened 
about three weeks after 
Hasan learned he would 
be deploying to Afghani¬ 
stan. Upon getting the 
orders that he was going 
overseas, Hasan told a 
base doctor that, “They’ve 
got another thing coming 
if they think they are going 
to deploy me," Henricks 


said. 

On the day of the attack, 
Hasan sat among his fel¬ 
low soldiers who were pre¬ 
paring to go overseas. He 
tried to clear the area of 
civilians, even walking over 
to a civilian data clerk to 
tell her she was needed 
elsewhere in the build¬ 
ing because a supervisor 
was looking for her. The 
prosecutor said the clerk 
thought that was odd but 
went anyway. 

“He then yelled ‘Allahu ak- 
barl’ and opened fire on 
unarmed, unsuspecting 
and defenseless soldiers," 
Henricks told the jury of 13 
officers. 

During Tuesday’s proceed¬ 
ings, Hasan mostly looked 


down or straight ahead, 
occasionally leafing 

through paperwork while 
seated at the defense ta¬ 
ble. He spoke politely from 
his wheelchair, talking so 
softly at times that families 
of victims leaned forward 
to hear him. 

Hasan declined to cross- 
examine any of the wit¬ 
nesses he shot or those 
who recounted his firearm 
purchases at a store called 
Guns Galore in nearby 
Killeen. 

But he didn’t pass on a 
chance to cross-examine 
his former supervisor, who 
had given Hasan high 
marks on an evaluation 
the very week of what 
Hasan would only call "the 
incident. ”□

The president made clear 
that he would only sign into 
law o measure that puts 
private investors primarily 
at risk for the two compa¬ 
nies, which buy and guar¬ 
antee many mortgages 
from banks to provide a 
continuing stream of mon¬ 
ey for lenders to provide to 
additional home buyers. 

An acceptable measure 
also must specify the gov¬ 
ernment’s role and liabili¬ 
ties for Fannie Mae and 
Freddie Mac, and - unlike 
legislation in the Repub¬ 
lican-controlled House - 
must ensure Americans’ 
continued access to a 30- 
year mortgage at a fixed 
interest rate. 

House Republicans would 
let the market determine 


whether to provide the 
long-standard mortgag¬ 
es, but the White House 
and the bipartisan Sen¬ 
ate groups say that would 
make a 30-year, fixed-rate 
mortgage harder to get 
and more costly. 

After years in which the 
formerly formidable Fan¬ 
nie Mae and Freddie Mac 
and their congressional al¬ 
lies blocked proposals for 
payment of fees or risk pre¬ 
miums, Obama is calling 
for financial institutions to 
pay an assessment to the 
government on the value 
of mortgage-backed se¬ 
curities. Under his propos¬ 
als, the revenue would 
help finance assistance 
for borrowers and subsi¬ 
dize construction of homes 
and rental properties that 
would be affordable to 
lower-income Americans.

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Since his first year in office, 
Obama has been under 
pressure to propose legisla¬ 
tion to remake or break up 
Fannie Mae and Freddie 
Mac, but the administra¬ 
tion delayed those efforts 
while the housing market 
remained weak. By his ad¬ 
vocacy now, aides say, 
Obama is putting his thumb 
on the scale for bipartisan 
efforts in the Senate Bank¬ 
ing Committee over the 
legislation taking shape in 
the House that he does not 
support. 

“The current housing fi¬ 
nance system, where the 
government guarantees 
more than 80 percent of 


all mortgages through Fan¬ 
nie Mae and Freddie Mac 
and FHA, is unsustainable," 
said a senior administra¬ 
tion official, who declined 
to be identified speaking 
in advance of the presi¬ 
dent’s appearance. In 
choosing Phoenix, Obama 
returned to a city that has 
come to symbolize for him 
the depths of the housing 
bust and now its apparent 
recovery. Weeks after tak¬ 
ing office in 2009, Obama 
went to Phoenix to offer 
initial housing proposals for 
addressing “a crisis unlike 
we’ve ever known,” one 
“that strikes at the heart of 
the middle class. 


Lawyer says LA boardwalk 
crash a ‘horrible accident’

LOS ANGELES (AP) — A 

lawyer for a man charged 
with murder and assault 
for allegedly driving his car 
down a crowded Los An¬ 
geles boardwalk says it was 
an accident. 

Public defender Philip 
Dube says Nathan Louis 
Campbell is profoundly sad 
and didn’t intentionally try 
to hit anyone. 

The 38-year-old Campbell 
was charged Tuesday with 
34 counts involving the 
death of 32-year-old Alice 


Gruppioni and injuries to 16 
other people. 

Campbell appeared briefly 
in court, handcuffed and 
dressed in a blue prison 
jumpsuit. He pleaded not 
guilty. 

Dube told reporters outside 
the courtroom it was a hor¬ 
rible accident. 

Police have not disclosed 
why Campbell allegedly 
maneuvered his Dodge 
Avenger around a vehicle 
barrier early Saturday eve¬ 
ning and plowed into tour¬ 
ists and vendors along the 
boardwalk. □

Man charged with killing 3: Town stole my home

SAYLORSBURG, Pennsylva¬ 
nia (AP) — A disabled junk 
dealer feuding with local 
officials over his debris- 
strewn property packed a 
rental car with guns and 
ammunition before open¬ 
ing fire at a town meeting 
and killing three men, au¬ 
thorities said Tuesday. 
Rockne Newell, 59, had lost 
his property this year in a 
court fight over complaints 
that he lived in a storage 
shed, built on illegal culvert 
and used a bucket outside 
as a toilet. 

At his arraignment on ho¬ 
micide charges Tuesday 
morning, a judge asked 
Newell if he owned any 
real estate. 

“They stole it from me. 
That’s what started all this,” 
he replied. 

Newell allegedly used a 
Ruger Mini-14 rifle to blast a 
barrage of gunfire through 
a wall into the meeting 
room Monday night in Ross 
Township, about 85 miles 
(137 kilometers) north of 
Philadelphia, before enter¬ 
ing the room and shoot¬ 
ing a supervisor and four 
residents, two of whom sur¬ 
vived. 

Newell then retreated to 
the cor and picked up a 
revolver, authorities said. 
When he returned to the 
meeting room, the 5-foot- 
10 inch (1.52-meter, 254 
millimeter), 240-pound 
(109-kilogram) suspect was 
tackled by two men and 
shot in the leg during the 
scuffle, officials said. 

“I wish I killed more of 
them!” Newell shouted 
when state Trooper Nico¬ 
las De La Iglesia arrived on 
the scene before 8 p.m., 
according to the trooper’s 
affidavit. 

Two men died at the scene 
and the third, Ross Town¬ 


ship zoning officer David 
Fleetwood, died after be¬ 
ing flown to a hospital. 
Fleetwood, 62, also served 
as a supervisor in a nearby 
township, the coroner said. 
Officials identified the 
slain residents as Gerard J. 
Kozic, 53, and James V. La- 
Guardia, 64. 

At the hospital an hour 
later, Newell told police 
he had gone to the meet¬ 
ing in hopes of finding the 
township officials in one 
place. 

“He intended to shoot the 
solicitor and supervisors 
and thought that he would 
then be killed,” police said 
in the affidavit. 

Newell was about to fire his 
.44 Magnum revolver when 
the township’s parks and 
recreation director, Bernie 
Kozen, and resident Mark 
Kresh wrestled him to the 
ground, county coroner 
Bob Allen said at a news 
conference. 

“Two very courageous in¬ 
dividuals positioned them¬ 
selves in a way that they 
were able to jump on 
this subject as he came 
through the door,” State 
Police Lt. Col. George Biv¬ 
ens said. “This could have 
been much worse.” 

The two survivors were re¬ 
leased from the hospital, 
along with Newell. 

Terry Doll said he was well- 
known as a “kook,” an 
intelligent man whose un¬ 
predictability stoked fear in 
some neighbors. 

“When I found out about 
the shooting, we all looked 
at each other and said his 
name,” said Doll, 58, who 
has lived in her house for 
more than 30 years. “We 
certainly always hoped 
that he would have never 
done something like this.” 
About 15 to 18 people had 
been at the meeting, in¬ 
cluding a Pocono Record 
reporter covering his first 


Ross Township meeting. 
“The thing that got my at¬ 
tention: plaster flying out, 
blowing out through the 
walls. Witnesses would later 


tell me they saw pictures 
exploding away from the 
walls,” reported Chris Re- 
ber said in an account to 
his editors. □

GM to invest 
$167M more 
at TN factory

NASHVILLE, Tennessee (AP) 

— General Motors plans to 
spend another $167 million 
at its Tennessee factory so it 
con build two new midsize 
vehicles. The investment 
disclosed Tuesday is on top 
of a previously announced 
$183 million investment. The 
spending is expected to 
create or keep 1,800 jobs, 
but GM wouldn’t say how 
many new people would 
be hired. The company also 
wouldn't identify the new 
vehicles. They could be 
new versions of the Chev¬ 
rolet Equinox and GMC 
Terrain crossover SUVs. The 
assembly plant in Spring 
Hill, about 30 miles (50 kilo¬ 
meters) south of Nashville, 
now mokes the Equinox 
along with o factory in 
Canada. Although they’re 
selling well, they were lost 
reworked in 2009. They 
compete against newer 
vehicles like the Hondo CR- 
V, Ford Escape and Toyota 
RAV-4. The assembly plant 
was idled amid the eco¬ 
nomic downturn in 2009. 
But production was restart¬ 
ed following o 2011 con¬ 
tract agreement with the 
United Auto Workers that 
included salary conces¬ 
sions for entry-level work¬ 
ers. GM announced in 2011 
announced that it would 
odd 700 jobs to build the 
Equinox, and that it would 
odd 1,200 jobs to build two 
more midsized vehicles for 
the 2015 model year.Q

highest office. 


The primary election, which 
includes 16 mayoral con¬ 
tenders, will determine 
the two candidates who 
will advance to o gener¬ 
al election in November. 
More than 50 others seek¬ 
ing nine City Council seats 
will also be considered. 

The race comes at o time 
of political tumult inside City 
Hall, which has for months 
been under the control of 
Kevyn D. Orr, o Washing¬ 
ton bankruptcy lawyer ap¬ 


pointed os Detroit’s emer¬ 
gency manager by Gov. 
Rick Snyder, o Republican. 
The move stripped author¬ 
ity from local elected of¬ 
ficials, raising questions 
about how much influence 
a new mayor would be 
able to wield right away. 
Mayor Dave Bing, criticiz¬ 


ing "how the state defines 
the word ‘partnership,’?’’ 
announced in May that he 
would not seek re-election: 
more than half of the cur¬ 
rent City Council members 
have decided not to run 
again. The city’s Depart¬ 
ment of Elections estimates 
that voter turnout on Tues¬ 
day will be around the 17 
percent that was seen dur¬ 
ing Detroit’s last mayoral 
primary in 2009. But politi¬ 
cal observers believe many 


more residents, discour¬ 
aged about democratic 
participation in a city where 
elected leaders have little 
clout, will decide to stay 
home. That did not stop a 
crowd of candidates from 
jumping into the race. For 
months, campaign work¬ 
ers have canvassed the 


city’s blighted streets and 
candidates have become 
regular guests on radio 
and television news shows, 
each making the case 
that Detroit’s time under 
state authority will be short 
lived. They say a strong 
mayor must be in place 
to lead the city back from 
the brink once local gover¬ 
nance is returned. "We will 
emerge from this,” Sheriff 
Benny Napoleon of Wayne 
County, who is running for 


mayor, said in an interview 
last week. “We aren’t go¬ 
ing to poof and disappear, 
and that leadership should 
be leadership that under¬ 
stands this community, who 
understands the challeng¬ 
es, who understands what 
it’s like to have an aban¬ 
doned house next door to 
them.” Once the nation’s 
fourth largest city, Detroit 
now has roughly 700,000 
residents and an estimated 
$18 billion in long-term debt 
obligations. 

Napoleon, a former Detroit 
police chief who will likely 
advance to the general 
election, has highlighted 
his local roots, appealing 
to some Detroiters who are 
upset that outsiders are 
currently calling the shots. 
Supporters also point to his 
law enforcement back¬ 
ground as much needed 
in a place where the aver¬ 
age police response time 
for high-priority crimes was 
close to an hour this year. 
Other names on Tuesday’s 
ballot include Tom Barrow, 
an accountant making his 
fourth run for mayor; Krystal 
Crittendon, a former city 
attorney; Lisa Howze, a for¬ 
mer state representative: 
and Fred Durhal Jr., a cur¬ 
rent state representative. 
But local coverage has 
largely focused on a pos¬ 
sible runoff between Na¬ 
poleon and Mike Duggan, 
a former chief executive of 
the Detroit Medical Center 
who had to run as a write- 
in candidate because of a 
filing mistake.G

Smaller American trade gap, 
exports could lift Q2 growth

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
sharp decline in the trade 
deficit with other nations 
suggests the U.S. economy 
grew this spring at a faster 
pace than previously esti¬ 
mated, helped by a record 
level of exports. 

The Commerce Depart¬ 
ment said Tuesday that the 
U.S. trade gap fell more 
than 22 percent in June 
from May to $34.2 billion. 
That’s lowest level since 
October 2009. 

American companies 
shipped more aircraft en¬ 
gines, telecommunications 
equipment, heavy machin¬ 
ery and farm goods. As a 
result, exports rose 2.2 per¬ 
cent to an all-time high of 
$191.2 billion. 

Imports declined 2.2 per¬ 
cent to $225.4 billion, in 
part because oil imports fell 
to the lowest level in more 
than two years. 

Economists said the steep 
drop in the trade deficit 
will likely lead the govern¬ 
ment to revise its economic 
growth estimate for the 
April-June quarter. 

“We could see a sizeable 
upward revision," said Jen¬ 
nifer Lee, senior economist 


at BMO Capital Markets. 
Last week the govern¬ 
ment said the economy 
grew at a lackluster 1.7 
percent annual rate in the 
second quarter, in part be¬ 
cause trade cut nearly a 
full percentage point from 
growth. 

But after seeing the June 
trade figures — which 
were not factored into last 
month's growth estimate 
— some economists said 
growth could be closer to 
a 2.5 percent annual rate. 
The government reports its 
second estimate of growth 
for the April-June quarter 
on Aug. 29. 

A smaller trade deficit lifts 
economic growth be¬ 
cause it means consumers 
and businesses are spend¬ 
ing less on foreign goods 
than companies are taking 
in from overseas sales. 
Many economists think 
overall growth has started 
to rebound in the July- 
September quarter. Some 
say growth could near a 3 
percent annual rate. A key 
reason is that several ex¬ 
port markets, including Eu¬ 
rope, are seeing improve¬ 
ment. 

For June, U.S. exports to 
the 27-nation European

Union rose 1.5 percent. That 
helped shrink the deficit 
with the region to $7.1 bil¬ 
lion. 

The deficit with China fell 
4.3 percent to $26.6 billion, 
while America’s deficit with 
Japan rose 2.2 percent to 
$5.5 billion in June. 

Gregory Daco, senior econ¬ 
omist at IHS Global Insight, 
said he was still thinks trade 
will drag on the economy in 
the second half of the year. 
That’s because he expects 
imports will increase at a 
faster pace than exports, 
reflecting the health of the 


U.S. consumer and weaker 
growth overseas. 

“We still have relatively 
modest global growth 
which will constrain U.S. ex¬ 
ports," Daco said. 

Still, Joel Naroff, chief 
economist at Naroff Eco¬ 
nomic Advisors, said the 
rise in exports underscored 
the importance that manu¬ 
facturing plays in the U.S. 
economy. 

“A number of companies 
are doing whatever they 
can to bring back as much 
production as they can to 
the United States," Naroff 


said. “They are facing rising 
wages in countries such as 
China and other problems 
of doing business there.” 
U.S. factories are already 
starting to show more 
strength after slumping ear¬ 
lier this year, helped by in¬ 
creases in business spend¬ 
ing and less drag from gov¬ 
ernment cuts. 

Activity at U.S. factories in¬ 
creased in July at the fast¬ 
est pace in two years in 
July, according to the In¬ 
stitute for Supply Manage¬ 
ment’s closely watched 
manufacturing index.Q 
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Yemen thrust back into forefront of terror fight

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — Ye¬ 
men was thrust back inta 
the taretront ot the interna¬ 
tional fight against terrorism 
Tuesday when the U.S. and 
Britain evacuated embassy 
staff due to a threatened 
attack, a suspected U.S. 
drone killed four alleged 
members of al-Qaida, and 
militants shot down a Ye¬ 
meni army helicopter. 

As Westerners flew out of 
the country, Yemeni au¬ 
thorities launched a wide 
investigation into the al- 
Qaida threat to multiple 
potential targets in the im¬ 
poverished Arab nation. 
Security officials said fhey 
believed fhe terror network 
was seeking retaliation for a 
U.S.-backed milifary offen¬ 
sive fhat has dealt serious 
setbacks to the terror net¬ 
work’s most active branch, 
including the death earlier 
this year of its No. 2 leader. 
The Yemeni army, mean¬ 
while, surrounded foreign 
installafions, governmenf 
offices and fhe airport with 
tanks and troops in the na¬ 
tion's capital, Sanaa, as 


well as the strategic Bab 
al-Mandeb straits at the 
entrance to the Red Sea 
in the southern Arabian 
Peninsula, drawing paral¬ 
lels with security measures 
following the 2000 bomb¬ 


ing of the USS Cole in Aden 
harbor that killed 17 Ameri¬ 
can sailors. 

Authorities also set up 
checkpoints across Sa¬ 
naa, searching cars and 
individuals, especially after 


night fell. Top government 
officials, along with military 
and security commanders, 
were told to stay vigilant 
and limit their movements. 
Yemen's current president, 
Abdo Rabby Mansour Modi,

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met with President Barack 
Obama at the White House 
last week, where both lead¬ 
ers cited strong counterter¬ 
rorism cooperation.

Britain’s Foreign Office also 
said it evacuated all staff 
from its embassy due to in¬ 
creased security concerns. 
The Foreign Office said 
the staff were “temporarily 
withdrawn to the U.K.” And 
the Dutch Foreign Ministry 
has issued a call for about 
40 of its citizens to leave 
Yemen, although it did not 
soy whether that included 
its six embassy workers. 
Yemen's government criti¬ 
cized the evacuations in a 
statement from its embas¬ 
sy in Washington, saying 
the diplomatic withdrawal 
"serves the interests of the 
extremists and undermines 
the exceptional coopera¬ 
tion” between Yemen and 
the international commu¬ 
nity in fighting terrorism. It 
insisted that its government 
has taken all precautions to 
ensure the security of for¬ 
eign missions in Sanaa. 
Meanwhile, there has been 
a spike in apparent U.S. 
drone strikes against al- 
Qaida leaders. The attack 
Tuesday was the fourth in 
two weeks. 

Yemeni officials say the 
drone fired a missile at a 
car carrying four men in the 
al-Arqeen district of Marib 
province, setting it on fire 
and killing them. Qne of 
the dead was believed to 
be Saleh Jouti, a senior al- 
Qaida member.

Car bomb near Damascus kills 18; rebels take base

BEIRUT (AP) — A car bomb 
in a pro-regime district near 
the Syrian capital killed at 
least 18 people on Tuesday 
while rebels captured a 
major air base in the north 
and swept through a string 
of villages in the heartland 
of President Bashar Assad’s 
minority Alawite sect in the 
west. 

The push by the opposi¬ 
tion fighters is shaping up 
to be one of their stron¬ 
gest campaigns against 
government forces, which 
have recently captured 
significant territory in cen¬ 
tral Syria. 

The powerful car bomb 
struck in Damascus' suburb 
of Jaramana late on Tues¬ 
day, killing 18 and setting 
several buildings and many 
cars on fire, the state-run 
SANA news agency said. 
Syrian state TV footage 
showed firefighters bat¬ 


tling the blaze as residents 
stared in disbelief amid de¬ 
bris and mangled cars. 
There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility for 
the attack. Rebels fight¬ 
ing to oust Assad have 
frequently targeted areas 
where regime supporters 
and members of the gov¬ 
ernment and security forc¬ 
es live. Rebel groups linked 
to al-Qaida have claimed 
some of the deadliest car 
bombings and suicide at¬ 
tacks in the capital and 
beyond. 

In the north, rebels cap¬ 
tured a major air base, de¬ 
priving Assad's forces of a 
main post near the border 
with Turkey and opening 
up a key road for supplies 
for their fighters from the 
neighboring country. 

The Britain-based Syrian 
Observatory for Human 
Rights said members of 
the al-Qaida-linked Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Le¬ 


US Consulate in Milan 
receives bomb threat

ROME (AP) — A building 
housing the U.S. Consulate 
in Milan and other offices 
was temporarily evacuat¬ 
ed Tuesday evening after 
the diplomatic mission re¬ 
ceived a letter containing 
a bomb threat, police said. 
An officer in Italy's anti-ter¬ 
rorism squad said the letter 
carried a symbol frequent¬ 
ly used in the past by Ital¬ 
ian anarchists. 

In Washington, U.S. State 
Department spokeswom¬ 
an Jen Psaki confirmed the 
bomb threat and the tem¬ 
porary closure of the con¬ 
sulate. She also thanked 
Italian authorities for their 
“prompted and profes¬ 
sional response." 

The officer said police in¬ 
spected the building af¬ 


ter staff members were 
evacuated and that no 
members of the public ap¬ 
peared to be there at the 
time. The officer spoke on 
condition of anonymity in 
keeping with police regu¬ 
lations. 

Later, the building's ten¬ 
ants were allowed back 
inside after the alarm was 
called off. Several Italian 
radio stations have of¬ 
fices in the same building 
and also were temporarily 
evacuated. 

As a precaution, a nearby 
subway stop was tempo¬ 
rarily closed during rush 
hour as a precaution but 
later was reopened. 

Police denied Italian news 
reports that suspicious lug¬ 
gage also had been found 
at the consulate. □

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Philippines adds 2nd Coast Guard cutter to fleet

SUBIC, Philippines (AP) — 

The Philippines on Tuesday 
celebrated the arrival at 
a decommissianed U.S. 
Caast Guard cutter that 
will become its meager na¬ 
vy’s second largest ship as 
it attempts to counter rival 
Chinese territorial claims in 
potentially oil-rich offshore 
seas. 

President Benigno Aquino 
III saluted os the 3,250-ton 
white cutter, renamed Phil¬ 
ippine navy trigate BRP Ra¬ 
mon Alcaraz, docked at a 
whart in Subic Bay freeport 
northwest of Manila. A part 
of the former U.S. naval 
base will soon be turned 
into a Philippine military 
hub after the government 
approved a plan to shift 
its assets closer to the dis¬ 
puted islands in the South 
China Sea. 

The ships are no match 
for the vastly superior Chi¬ 
nese navy, but both Phil¬ 
ippine and U.S. officials 
have agreed to boost the 
country’s military to make it 
more credible and shake its 
image of being one of the 
region’s weakest. Washing¬ 
ton is a defense treaty ally 
of the Philippines and is ob¬ 
ligated to help fend off an 
external attack. 

The Alcaraz is the Philippine 
navy’s second largest ves¬ 
sel after another decom¬ 
missioned Coast Guard 
cutter that was donated by 
Washington in 2011. 

That ship, the 3,390-ton 
frigate BRP Gregorio del 
Pilar, has patrolled disput¬ 
ed waters and became 
entangled last year in a 
standoff with Chinese ves¬ 
sels at Scarborough Shoal, 
a sprawling fishing ground 
more than 260 kilometers 
(160 miles) west of Subic 
that came under Beijing’s 
control after Philippine ves¬ 
sels withdrew. 

Philippine navy chief Vice 


Adm. Jose Luis Alano said 
the Alcaraz will also soon 
be deployed to patrol dis¬ 
puted waters. He said the 
Philippines is considering 
adding a third former U.S. 
Coast Guard cutter to its 
fleet.A military brass band 
played nationalist songs 
and a few hundred stu¬ 
dents waved small Philip¬ 
pine flags in Tuesday’s cer¬ 
emony. Loud 21-cannon 
fire thundered in the back¬ 
ground. 


“It will further intensify our 
patrolling of the Philippines’ 
exclusive economic zone 
and our capability to quell 
any threat and bad ele¬ 
ments, respond to search 
and rescue operations and 
take care of our marine 
resources," Aquino told a 
crowd that included U.S. 
Ambassador Harry Thomas. 
Also Tuesday, Japan un¬ 
veiled its largest warship at 
a naval base in Yokohama. 
Japan has been locked in 
a separate and potentially 
volatile territorial dispute 
with China over small is¬ 


lands controlled by Tokyo 
in the East China Sea. 

The developments point at 
an arms race by China’s 
neighbors that have been 
alarmed by Beijing’s as¬ 
sertiveness in claiming vast 
waters and backing those 
claims by deploying new 
maritime forces and refur¬ 
bished vessels. Its claims in 
the South China Sea over¬ 
lap with the 220-mile exclu¬ 
sive economic zones of the 
Philippines, Vietnam and 


other claimants. 

In the Philippine-claimed 
Spratly Islands, a confiden¬ 
tial military report said 74 
foreign vessels were spot¬ 
ted in a six-day surveillance 
period early last month, in¬ 
cluding 61 from China and 
10 from Vietnam. 

The report, obtained by The 
Associated Press, said Bei¬ 
jing’s surveillance patrols 
are now more organized 
in the disputed waters off 
the western Philippines, 
with the same Chinese ves¬ 
sels being rotated to guard 
both Scarborough Shoal 


and the Second Thomas 
Shoal farther south. Mis¬ 
chief Reef, a vast area oc¬ 
cupied by China in 1995, 
now serves as a “central 
base” and “crucial outpost 
for replenishing China’s na¬ 
val and maritime assets in 
the disputed area,” it said. 
China has also deployed its 
own coast guard cutters in 
disputed waters to comple¬ 
ment maritime surveillance 
and fishery enforcement 
ships. The action “dem¬ 


onstrates China’s resolve 
to consolidate its self-ac¬ 
claimed indisputable sov¬ 
ereignty in the South China 
Sea,” the report said. 

The Philippines antago¬ 
nized China when it filed an 
arbitration case with a U.N. 
tribunal handling maritime 
disputes. China has pre¬ 
ferred to settle the disputes 
bilaterally, but the Philip¬ 
pines and Vietnam, which 
is also engulfed in a riff with 
China over the Paracel Is¬ 
lands, want to involve the 
10-member Association of 
Southeast Asian Nations. □ 


Taiwan defense 
minister out after 
iess than week 

TAIPEI, Taiwan (AP) — Tai¬ 
wan’s newly appointed 
defense minister resigned 
Tuesday over a plagiarism 
accusation after less than 
a week on the job, dealing 
another blow to the gov¬ 
ernment of President Ma 
Ying-jeou and plunging the 
island’s military deeper into 
crisis. 

Andrew Yang, 58, told a 
late-night news confer¬ 
ence that he accepted full 
responsibility for an article 
that a ghost writer pre¬ 
pared under his name in a 
2007 book on China’s Peo¬ 
ple’s Liberation Army that 
contained material lifted 
from another source. 

“This is my mistake and I ex¬ 
tend my apologies,” Yang 
said. Ma accepted the res¬ 
ignation. 

Yang took office Aug. 1 
after his predecessor re¬ 
signed amid a furor over 
the death of a 24-year-old 
army conscript forced to 
perform a series of grueling 
exercises in searing heat 
while being held in a mili¬ 
tary brig. 

The death of Hung Chung- 
chiu early last month just 
days before his discharge 
infuriated many people. 
An estimated 200,000 pro¬ 
testers took to the streets 
of Taipei on Saturday de¬ 
manding military reforms. 
Eighteen officers and non¬ 
commissioned officers, in¬ 
cluding a general, have 
been indicted in connec¬ 
tion with the Hung case. 
Yang was also tasked with 
implementing the military’s 
ambitious program to tran¬ 
sition to an all-volunteer 
force by 2015. 

Yang was the first civilian 
appointed by Ma to the 
prestigious defense post. 
A widely respected aca¬ 
demic, he had served as 
deputy defense minister 
since 2009.Q

India says Pakistani soidiers killed 5 troops

SRINAGAR, India (AP) — 
India’s army says five of its 
soldiers were killed and an¬ 
other wounded when Paki¬ 
stani troops fired at a patrol 
near the cease-fire line in 
the disputed Himalayan 
region of Kashmir on Tues¬ 
day. The incident could 
threaten recent overtures 
aimed at resuming peace 
talks between the nuclear¬ 
armed rivals. 

The military called the at¬ 
tack a “gross violation” of 
a 2003 cease-fire in Kashmir 
between India and Paki¬ 
stan. 

Lt. Col. Rajesh Kalia, an In¬ 
dian army spokesman, said 
about 20 “heavily armed 
terrorists along with sol¬ 


diers” of the Pakistan army 
ambushed an Indian army 
patrol in the Poonch sector, 
180 kilometers (110 miles) 
southwest of Srinagar, the 
main city in the Himalayan 
region. Kalia said Pakistan 
had violated the cease-fire 
57 times this year, nearly 
twice as often compared 
with last year. 

Pakistan’s Ministry of For¬ 
eign Affairs denied that its 
soldiers killed any Indian 
troops. A statement from 
the ministry’s spokesman 
said that Pakistan was com¬ 
mitted to the cease-fire 
agreement of 2003, add¬ 
ing that “such ill-founded 
reports” that have the po¬ 
tential of harming relations 
should be avoided. 

The statement said Paki¬ 


stan "looks forward to an 
early resumption of the dia¬ 
logue process” with India. 
Pakistan’s newly elected 
Prime Minister Nawaz Sharif 
has been indicating he is 
open to restarting peace 
talks. 

While the cease-fire has 
largely held for the last de¬ 
cade, such sporadic viola¬ 
tions are not uncommon. 
Each accuses the other 
of initiating the fighting by 
firing mortars or gunshots 
across the line of control. 
The two countries have 
fought three major wars 
since they achieved inde¬ 
pendence from British India 
in 1947, two of them over 
Kashmir, which is claimed 
in its entirety by both but di¬ 
vided between them. □ 


were ripped open, expos¬ 
ing the shattered remains 
of apartments inside. 
Firefighters working from 
above and below pulled 
people out of windows 
and off balconies as the 
bottom floors burned. The 
explosion damaged other 
buildings for blocks around, 
and fearing a collapse, po¬ 
lice closed buildings and 
schools in a five-block ra¬ 
dius. 

Rescuers were still looking 
for people in the rubble. 
Rosario Civil Defense Chief 
Raul Rainone said the ex¬ 
plosion appeared to have 
been caused by a gas leak 
and confirmed that at least 
eight people were killed in 
the blast. 

The Litoral Gas company 
cut off gas flow to much of 
downtown. 


Municipal Health Secretary 
Leonardo Caruana told 
Todo Noticias that the in¬ 
jured were being treated 
in hospitals across the city 
and that three of them had 
critical injuries. 

The fire took three hours 
to extinguish and left the 
building in serious danger 
of collapse, firefighters said. 
Buildings were damaged 
for several blocks surround¬ 
ing the blast, which sent 
bricks and glass and ce¬ 
ment crashing onto the 
street. 

Eleven schools were evac¬ 
uated, and several shops 
and other apartment build¬ 
ings were damaged. 
Security Secretary Sergio 
Berni offered the services 
of the border police and 
coast guard to help local 
authorities. □

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Cubans protest treatment of migrants in the Bahamas

An ongoing protest by Cu¬ 
ban Americans in South 
Florida over the treatment 


of migrants in the Baha¬ 
mas has brought renewed 
attention to longstanding 
complaints about the con¬ 
ditions of confinement in 
the island nation for peo¬ 


ple seeking to reach the 
United States, often with 
the help of human smug¬ 
glers.

suspicion of illegal immi¬ 
gration have been beaten 
by guards, denied access 
to adequate food, water

“The abuses in the Baha¬ 
mas have reached the 
point of torture," said Ra¬ 
mon Saul Sanchez, an ac¬ 
tivist who was on his 12th 
day of a hunger strike 
Tuesday in support of the 
migrants. There have long 
been complaints about the 
treatment of migrants, who 
mostly come from Cuba 
and Haiti, by authorities in 
the Bahamas and both the 
U.S. and U.N. have both 
criticized conditions in the 
detention center over the 
years. Sanchez said that, 
after some gains, the situa¬ 
tion had deteriorated and

UN should be accountable for Haiti cholera: study

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) 

— A Yale University report 
released Tuesday argues 
that the United Nations 
peacekeeping mission in 
Haiti should be held ac¬ 
countable for introducing 
cholera into the Caribbe¬ 
an nation. 

In their report “Peacekeep¬ 
ing without Accountabil¬ 
ity," researchers from Yale 
Law School and the Yale 
School of Public Health say 
there is ample scientific 
evidence to show that U.N. 
troops from Nepal inadver¬ 
tently brought cholera to 
Haiti in October 2010 and 
that the world body should 
take responsibility. 

The U.N. has said it enjoys 
legal immunity from such 
claims, and shot down an 


earlier effort by a Boston- 
based human rights group 
that sought compensation 
on behalf of a group of 
cholera victims who blame 
peacekeepers for the out¬ 
break. The Yale report's 
authors also say the world 
body violates obligations 
under international law by 
not providing a forum to 
address the grievances of 
cholera victims. By failing 
to hold itself accountable 
for causing the cholera 
outbreak in Haiti, the Unit¬ 
ed Nations violates the very 
principles of accountability 
and respect for law that it 
promotes worldwide, the 
report said. 

Several scientific papers 
have suggested that chol¬ 
era was introduced to Haiti 
in October 2010 shortly 
after a battalion from Ne¬ 


pal arrived. The disease is 
endemic in Nepal. A local 
contractor failed to prop¬ 
erly sanitize the waste of a 
U.N. base, and the bacte¬ 
ria leaked into a tributary 
of one of Haiti’s biggest 
rivers, according to one 
study. 

Health officials say Haiti's 
cholera outbreak has since 
killed more than 7,500 peo¬ 
ple and sickened another 
578,409. The Yale study 
also notes that the U.N. 
has promised a standing 
claims commission under 
agreements signed with 
the Haitian government, 
but has never honored this 
obligation in Haiti “or any¬ 
where else in the world, 
despite having entered 
into 32 such agreements 
since 1990.” 

“As a result,” the report 


said, “a meaningful mech¬ 
anism to ensure peace¬ 
keeper accountability has 
been rendered a nullity.” 
The report calls for a claims 
commission, a public apol¬ 
ogy, support for victims 
and adequate funding for 
the prevention and treat¬ 
ment of cholera. 

U.N. Secretary-General 
Ban Ki-moon announced 
in December a $2.27 bil¬ 
lion initiative to help eradi¬ 
cate cholera in Haiti and 
the Dominican Republic, 
which share the island of 
Hispaniola, but the ambi¬ 
tious 10-year plan remains 
mostly unfunded. 

The U.N. mission in Haiti, 
known by the French ac¬ 
ronym Minustah, arrived in 
2004 following the violent 
ouster of then President 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide. □ 


way of mistreating of the 
detainees." 

The protest, which has tak¬ 
en place at the Bahamian 
consulate in Miami and 
near the piers where cruise 
ships embark to the Baha¬ 
mas, has drawn support 
from members of the U.S. 
Congress and a sharp re¬ 
sponse from Bahamian offi¬ 
cials, who deny any abuse 
and are angered over calls 
for a tourism boycott. 
“Bahamians are quite fed 
up with this attack on our 
country, which in our view 
is unfair," Foreign Minister 
Fred Mitchell said. “We 
spend $1 billion in the Flor¬ 
ida economy every year. 
What’s the point in trying to 
damage our economy?" 
The Bahamas is a sparsely 
populated island chain 
of 350,000 people spread 
over more than two dozen 
islands, and is frequently 
used as a transit zone by 
people trying to reach the 
nearby United States. The 
Royal Bahamas Defense 
Force regularly detains 
boatloads of migrants and 
deports most back to their 
homelands. 

Carmichael Road was 
converted from a school 
into a detention center in 
the mid-1990s to accom¬ 
modate the increasing 
number of migrants. Two of 
the four dormitories burned 
in a fire started by detain¬ 
ees in 2004 and some peo¬ 
ple held there must sleep 
on the floor or outside 
when capacity is reached, 
according to a 2012 U.S. 
State Department report. It 
said as many as 375 peo¬ 
ple had been held there. 

A Cuban woman recently 
held there with her two 
children, ages 3 and 12, 
told The Associated Press 
that the center is filthy, de¬ 
tainees are not given ade¬ 
quate food or potable wa¬ 
ter and are forced to sleep 
on the floor. □

“Even if you miss the cut 
in every tournament you 
play, you win one (major), 
you're part of history. 

“This year, I think it’s been 
a great year so far for me, 
winning five times,” he 
said. “And you look at the 
quality of tournaments I’ve 
won — The Players and 
two World Golf Champion¬ 
ships in there — that’s pret¬ 
ty good.” 

It used to be major or bust 
for Woods, but when asked 
if he had adjusted his stan¬ 
dards during this five-year 
drought. Woods offered a 
simple, “No.” 

Still a great year without a 
major? 

“Yeah,” Woods said, offer¬ 
ing nothing more than a 
smile. 

Even so, he conceded that 
the 15th major has been 
tougher to get than he 
would have imagined. So 
much has transpired since 
that U.S. Open playoff vic¬ 
tory at Torrey Pines in 2008 
— reconstructive surgery 
on his left knee that wiped 
out the rest of the 2008 
season; revelations of mul¬ 
tiple extramarital affairs at 
the end of 2009 that led to 
divorce and cost him mil¬ 
lions in corporate endorse¬ 
ments; more injuries that 
forced him to skip two ma¬ 
jors in 2011 . 

The very thing that irritates 
him about his recent re¬ 
cord in the majors is what 
gives him hope — he keeps 
giving himself opportuni¬ 
ties. 

“I’ve had my opportunities 
there on the back nine on 
probably half of those Sun¬ 
days for the last five years, 
where I've had a chance 
and just haven’t won it,” 
Woods said. “But the key 
is to keep giving myself 
chances, and eventually 
I’ll start getting them.” 

The traditional, tree-lined 
East Course at Oak Hill can 


present the appearance 
of Firestone, where Woods 
won for the eighth time 
last week. The difference is 
the greens on the Donald 
Ross design, which tend to 
slope severely to the front. 
The rough is thicker than 
usual, not nearly as severe 
as Merion, but enough to 
get players’ attention to hit 
whatever club his neces¬ 
sary off the tee to keep it in 
the short grass. 

Woods tied for 39th and 
never broke par when 
the PGA Championship 
was last held at Oak Hill in 
2003, though that’s a pretty 
small sample to argue if this 
course suits him.

He 
is the center of attention, 
and that only ramps up 
when he arrives fresh off a 
seven-shot win. 

“I think Tiger is a factor no 
matter what — even com¬ 
ing in not with that kind of 
form,” Masters champion 
Adam Scott said. “He’s 
been up there in majors re¬ 
cently and just has not fin¬ 
ished it off. But, obviously. 


he put it all together last 
week at a venue he's ex¬ 
tremely comfortable with, 
so I don’t know that Tiger’s 
confidence is ever really 
down. It’s hard to imagine 
when you’ve won 80 times 
or something. He’s obvious¬ 
ly going to be feeling good 
about where his game is at. 
“But this week is a new 
challenge, as it is for every¬ 
one,” Scott said. “And we 
all start from the same point 
on Thursday.” 

It’s not getting any easier 
at the majors. For the first 
time in 25 years, the ma¬ 
jor champions were three 
players who were among 
the top 10 in the world — 
Scott at the Masters, Justin 
Rose at the U.S. Open and 
Phil Mickelson at the British 
Open. 

“I think that having Tiger win 
last week is great because 
I can’t remember the last 
time somebody won the 
week before a major and 
then went on and won,” 
Mickelson said, waiting for 
the room to catch up to 
his wisecrack. That would 
be Mickelson, who won the 
Scottish Open the week 
before his British Open win. 
Woods had been the 
last player to do that — 
an eight-shot win at the 
Bridgestone Invitational in 
2007, followed by the PGA 
Championship at Southern 
Hills.a

The word thy¬ 
roid comes from the 
Greek “thuro" which 
means “door,” which is 
what the thyroid looks like. 
Your thyroid gland is the 
largest endocrine gland 
and is situated in the front 
of the neck. Your thyroid 
gland secretes iodine- rich 
hormones thyroxin and tri¬ 
iodothyronine which regu¬ 
late your metabolism rate; 
but its effects are felt all 
over the body. 

Thyroid glands that 
are not functioning opti¬ 
mally produce a myriad at 
symptams. Many peaple 
experience unexplained 
cald hands and feet, low 
body temperature, sensi¬ 
tivity ta cald, a feeling of al¬ 
ways being chilled, head¬ 
aches, insomnia, dry skin 
and hair, puffy eyes, hair 
loss, brittle nails, joint aches, 
constipation, mental dull¬

Should your thyroid 
test results indicate 
that yau are in the 
“normal” range...say 
5 .5...but when you 
were younger you 
would have tested 
at a 9, then indeed, 
your thyroid is quite 
under active for you.

Yau can only truly 
compare yau with you, 
and not a range of oth¬ 
ers.

the same account. 

The teature initially will only 
be available on Netflix’s 
own website and several 
ather viewing outlets, in¬ 
cluding the iPad, iPhone, 
Apple TV, PlayStation 3, 
Xbox 360, Apple TV and 
some smart TV models. It 
may take up to two weeks 
before the profiles choice 
pops up in fhese options. 
Profiles should be available 
on fhe Wii console before 
the end of August and on 
Android devices before 
the end of the year. 

Netflix subscribers who use 
Netflix on Roku’s set-fop 
box probably won't be 
able to use profiles on that 
device until early next year. 


Until now, deciphering 
the preferences in large 
households could be tricky 
because Netflix's system 
couldn’t distinguish be¬ 
tween when a 50-year-old 
dad was watching its In¬ 
ternet video service and 
when his 10-year-old girl 
might be viewing under 
the same account. 

“If the kids have been 
watching a lot of ‘Shaun 
fhe Sheep,’ fhaf doesn’t 
particularly help us help 
you find the next gritty 
drama to watch after they 


have gone to bed,” said 
Neil Hunt, Netflix’s chief 
product officer. 

Profiles will now make it pos¬ 
sible for several members 
of the same household to 
click on their screen name 
to get customized recom¬ 
mendations, based on 
what they have previously 
watched and seemed to 
enjoy in Netflix’s library of 
movies, old TV shows and 
original programs. 

Netflix relies on viewers’ 
own ratings of video, as 
well as computer-driven 


analyses of the genres pre¬ 
viously watched. 

Netflix Inc. considers its rec¬ 
ommendation system to 
be one of its biggest ad¬ 
vantages over rival Inter¬ 
net video services run by 
Amazon.com Inc., Hulu. 
com and Redbox. As long 
as Netflix keeps steering its 
subscribers to videos that 
they like, the company fig¬ 
ures customers will be less 
likely to cancel the service.

American Eagle plunged

The company said cutting 
prices on clothing to lure 
in shoppers was hitting its 
profit margins.

The overall picture has left 
investors with little reason 
to cheer. “Earnings have 
been moving up, just not 
spectacularly,” said Cam 
Albright, director of asset 
allocation at Wilmington 
Trust Investment Advisors. 
“We'd be much happier to 
see better revenue growth 
than what we’ve seen.” 
Analysts expect compa¬ 
nies in the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index to post

Online retailing 
helps Deutsche 
Post DHL profit

— Mail, express delivery and 
freight company Deutsche 
Post DFIL said stronger rev¬ 
enue from online shopping 
deliveries and smaller one¬ 
time expenses helped its 
profits more than double in 
the second quarter. 

Net profit rose to 422 mil¬ 
lion euros ($561 million) 
from 196 million euros in 
the same quarter a year 
ago. Revenue slipped 0.6 
percent to 13.6 billion eu¬ 
ros, although the company 
said revenues would have 
risen by some 250 million 
euros without effects such 
as shifts in currency values. 
The company said Tuesday 
the absence of one-time 
charges for a value-add¬ 
ed tax settlement from a 
year ago contributed to 
the profit increase. It also 
credited the “dynamic 
performance” of its par¬ 
cel business in Germany as 
online retailing continues 
to grow. Parcel revenues 
were up 9 percent to 867 
million euros, helping boost 
the mail division’s sales by 
4 percent. The company, 
which is based in Bonn, 
Germany, delivers the mail 
as Deutsche Post and op¬ 
erates international express 
delivery, freight and supply 
chain businesses under the 
DHL brand. It has 475,000 
employees in 220 countries 
and territories. It increased 
its outlook for the year in 
light of gains from one-time 
effects. It raised its profit 
goal to 2.75 billion-3.0 billion 
euros in operating profit ex¬ 
cluding interest and taxes, 
up from 2.7 billion-2.95 bil¬ 
lion euros. The company’s 
earnings beat stock market 
analysts’ forecasts for 377 
million euros net profit as 
compiled by financial infor¬ 
mation provider FactSet. Its 
shares rose 2.4 percent to 
21.83 euros in early after¬ 
noon trading in Europe. 
Deutsche Post DHL said 
that its global freight busi¬ 
ness saw a 6.3 percent 
drop in what it called a 
“challenging market envi¬ 
ronment” that meant lower 
volumes in both air and 
ocean freight, and on tra¬ 
ditional east-west routes. 
Demand for north-south 
transport and within conti¬ 
nents rose.Q

US job openings rise in June, but hiring falls 


MGM Resorts 
2Q loss shrinks, 
revenue rises 

LAS VEGAS (AP) — MGM 

Resorts International’s sec¬ 
ond-quarter loss narrowed 
as revenue improved 
thanks to increased con¬ 
sumer spending. 

Its adjusted results and rev¬ 
enue topped analysts’ es¬ 
timates. The stock rose al¬ 
most 6 percent in premar¬ 
ket trading. 

The casino operator be¬ 
hind brands including Bel- 
lagio. The Mirage and 
MGM Grand said Tuesday 
that the Las Vegas Strip’s 
performance continues to 
improve. 

The gambling mecca suf¬ 
fered during the reces¬ 
sion as consumers pulled 
back on their discretionary 
spending. But with people 
now feeling more confi¬ 
dent about the economy, 
consumers that stayed 
away from casinos are re¬ 
turning and those contin¬ 
ued to visit but limited their 
spending are beginning to 
spend more. 

MGM Resorts lost $93 mil¬ 
lion, or 19 cents per share, 
for the period ended June 
30. That compares with a 
loss of $145.5 million, or 30 
cents per share, a year 
ago. Excluding charges of 
23 cents per share in the 
latest quarter, it earned 4 
cents per share. 

Analysts polled by FactSet 
predicted adjusted earn¬ 
ings of a penny per share. 
Shares climbed 97 cents, 
or 5.9 percent, to $17.52 a 
half-hour before the mar¬ 
ket open. Revenue for the 
Las Vegas company rose 
7 percent to $2.48 billion 
from $2.32 billion, as peo¬ 
ple spent more on gam¬ 
bling, lodging, food and 
drinks. Wall Street expect¬ 
ed $2.42 billion in revenue. 
At MGM China, revenue 
rose 18 percent to $835 
million.Q

Tuesday that job openings 
rose 29,000 in June from 
May to 3.94 million. That’s 
the most since May 2008. 
Total hiring, however, de¬ 
clined 289,000 to 4.2 mil¬ 
lion. That’s down from a 
year earlier and the big¬ 
gest one-month drop in hir¬ 
ing since June 2010. 

The job market is improv¬ 
ing, largely because layoffs 
have fallen to prerecession 
levels. But while employers 
are no longer cutting jobs, 
many remain reluctant 
to hire in the face of tax 
increases, federal spend¬ 
ing cuts and slower global 
growth. 

The report on Job Open¬ 
ings and Labor Turnover 
comes after the govern¬ 
ment said on Friday that 
employers added 162,000 
jobs in July, the fewest in 
four months.

The Yemeni military he¬ 
licopter was shot down 
by a missile over the 
al-Qaida stronghold of 
Wadi Ubida in central 
Yemen, officials said. 
The helicopter was fly¬ 
ing from Sanaa to Marib 
province, officials said. 
The eight who were 
killed, including a military 
commander, were part 
of a military force guard¬ 
ing oil installations in the 
province. 

The Yemeni officials who 
provided the information 
on the suspected drone, 
the helicopter down¬ 
ing and the security in 
the capital all spoke on 
condition of anonymity 
because they were not 
authorized to talk to the

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Evidence suggests new bird flu spread among peopie

LONDON (AP) — Chinese 
scientists have tound the 
strongest evidence yet 
that a new bird flu strain is 
sometimes able to spread 
from person to person, but 
they are emphasizing that 
the virus still does not trans¬ 
mit easily. 

The new bird flu strain, 
known as H7N9, was first 
reported by Chinese au¬ 
thorities in March. As of the 
end ot May, there were 
132 cases and 37 deaths 
in China and Taiwan linked 
to the virus. 

Health officials suspect 
patients were most likely 
intected by birds in live ani¬ 
mal markets but acknowl¬ 
edged there were prob¬ 
ably sporadic coses ot the 
virus spreading among hu¬ 
mans. 

Except tor a single case 
reported last month, the 
intections appear to have 
stopped since Chinese 
authorities took measures 
to slow the virus, including 
shutting down live markets 
across the country. 

In the new study, Chinese 
researchers interviewed 
the family and close friends 
of a father and daugh¬ 
ter both killed by H7N9 in 
eastern China to figure out 
how the virus might have 
spread between them. 
Both patients lived in the 
same household, were 
critically ill during the inves¬ 
tigation and could not be 
interviewed. 

The tother, 60, was in 
charge ot buying tood tor 
the family and bought six 
live quails before falling 
sick. His daughter, 32, rare¬ 
ly left the residential dis¬ 
trict where they lived and 
didn't have any known 
contact with birds, except 
for two black swans raised 
by the property owners. 
The daughter took care 


ot her tather when he be¬ 
came ill, without wearing 
any protective equipment. 
She fell sick several days 
afterward and died one 
month later. The bird flu 
viruses isolated from the 
father and daughter were 
nearly genetically identi¬ 
cal. 

There is no definitive test 
to prove when a virus has 
spread trom human-to- 
humon, but scientists con¬ 
sider matching viruses and 
eliminating other ways the 
virus might have spread to 
be convincing evidence. 
Scientists also tested 43 
contacts of the two pa¬ 
tients; none hod H7N9. 

“In this cluster, the virus was 
able to transmit from per- 
son-to-person,” wrote Xian 
Qi ot the Jiangsu Province 
Center tor Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention, who 
was the lead author of the 
study. 

The scientists concluded 
the transmission was “lim¬ 
ited and non-sustainable." 
The paper was published 


online Tuesday in the jour¬ 
nal BMJ. 

“It is also notable that the 
transmission occurred be¬ 
tween blood relatives," 
said Dr. Peter Horby, a bird 
flu expert at Oxford Univer¬ 
sity Clinical Research Unit in 
Hanoi, Vietnam, in a stote-

NEW YORK (AP) — George 
Duke, the Grammy-win- 
ning jazz keyboardist and 
producer whose sound in¬ 
fused acoustic jazz, elec¬ 
tronic jazz, funk, R&B and 
soul in a 40-year-plus ca¬ 
reer, has died. He was 67. 
A representative for Duke 
said the performer died 
Monday night in Los An¬ 
geles. Duke was being 
treated for chronic lym¬ 
phocytic leukemia. 

Duke’s son, Rashid, 
thanked his father’s fans in 
a statement Tuesday. 

“The outpouring of love 
and support that we have 
received from my father’s 
friends, fans and the en¬ 
tire music community has 
been overwhelming,” he 
said. “Thank you all for 
your concern, prayers 
and support.” 

Duke was born in San Ra¬ 
fael, California. He ap¬ 
peared on a number of 
Frank Zappa albums and 
played in the Don Ellis Or¬ 
chestra, Cannonball Ad- 
derley’s band and with 
jazz musician Stanley 
Clarke. Duke also played 
keyboard on Michael 
Jackson’s multiplatinum 
1979 album, “Off the 
Wall.” 

His wife, Corine, died from 
cancer last year. He was 
unable to make music for 
months, but he overcame 
his grief to create the al¬ 
bum “DreamWeaver,” re¬ 
leased last month. It fea¬ 


tures a fusion of sounds 
and a touching tribute to 
his late wife on the roman¬ 
tic piano-driven ballad 
“Missing You.” 

He began taking piano 
lessons when he was 4 
years old, after seeing 
Duke Ellington perform. 

“I don’t remember it too 
well... but my mother told 
me I went crazy,” Duke 
said on his website. “I ran 
around saying, ‘Get me a 
piano, get me a piano!”’ 
Duke said he learned a lot 
about music from going 
to church, which helped 
him add a funk style to his 
sound. He played in high- 
school jazz groups and 
was heavily influenced 
by Miles Davis. He earned 
degrees from the San 
Francisco Conservatory of 
Music and San Francisco 
State University. 

On tour as part of the 
George Duke Trio, he per¬ 


formed in Los Angeles at 
a show where Adderley, 
Zappa and Quincy Jones 
were in attendance. Duke 
soon joined Zappa on a 
tour for a year in 1969. He 
joined Adderley’s band 
in 1971. He met Clarke 
through Adderley, and 
they formed the Clarke/ 
Duke Project. Their song 
“Sweet Baby” was a Top 
20 hit on the Billboard pop 
charts. 

Duke became a solo artist 
in 1976 and released more 
than 30 solo albums. He 
also produced for Miles 
Davis, Smokey Robinson, 
Gladys Knight, Dionne 
Warwick and Natalie 
Cole. 

He worked as musical di- 
rectorforthe Soul Train Mu¬ 
sic Awards and other spe¬ 
cial events. He also scored 
songs on soundtracks for 
“The Five Heartbeats” and 
“Karate Kid lll.”a

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Marriage And Minorities

We often hear that marriage 
is a panacea for our problems 

- as a nation as a whole, and 
especially for the black com¬ 
munity, in which more than 70 
percent of children are now 
born to unmarried women. 

Less discussed are the societal 
factors contributing to this phe¬ 
nomenon. 

Let’s start with this: while mar¬ 
riage may be losing a bit of its 
luster for some, it is still a desir¬ 
able institution for most. 
According to a Gallup poll re¬ 
leased Friday, a majority of 
American adults (54 percent) 
are married. Another fifth have 
been married or did not clas¬ 
sify a marital status. Yet anoth¬ 
er fifth has never married but 
wants to. 

And among younger people, 
nonwhites were less likely than 
whites to be married, but they 
were more likely to say that 
they wanted to be. Only 6 per¬ 
cent of whites and 12 percent 
of nonwhites said that they had 
never been married and didn’t 
want to get married. 

So most Americans - both 
whites and minorities - still be¬ 
lieve in marriage, but there are 
factors working against mar¬ 
riage for many, factors that 
need to be acknowledged. 
One is mass incarceration. 

In the two decades preceding 
the Great Recession, the Ameri¬ 
can prison population nearly 
tripled, according to the Pew 
Center on the States. And make 
no mistake: mass incarceration 
rips at the fabric of families and 
whole communities. 

According to the 2011 book 
“A Plague of Prisons” by Ernest 
Drucker, a public health expert: 

- “The risk of divorce is high 
among men going to prison, 
reaching 50 percent within a 
few years after incarceration.” 

- “The marriage rate for men in¬ 
carcerated in prisons and jails is 
lower than the American aver¬ 
age. For blacks and Hispanics, 
it is lower still.” 

- “Unmarried couples in which 
the father has been incarcerat¬ 
ed are 37 percent less likely to 
be married one year after the 
child’s birth than similar couples 
in which the father has never 
been incarcerated.” 

Related to mass incarcera¬ 
tion is the disastrous drug war, 
which essentially has become 
a war on marijuana waged 
primarily against young black 


men, even though they use the 
drug at nearly the same rate as 
whites. 

Then there’s the Aid Elimination 
Provision of the Higher Educa¬ 
tion Act, a provision that took 
effect in 2000. It denied finan¬ 
cial aid to students with drug 
convictions. A couple of years 
after it took effect, the Ameri¬ 
can Civil Liberties Union called 
the law “unjust and counter¬ 
productive” and “both morally 
wrong and unconstitutional.” 
Researchers at Cornell found 
last year that the provision 
“had a large negative impact 
on the college attendance 
of students with drug convic¬ 
tions” - that students who were 
affected delayed college en¬ 
rollment or were made “less 
likely to ever enroll in college,” 
among other things. 

Add to that the explosion in 
student loan debt, which has 
passed the trillion-dollar mark, 
according to the Consumer 
Financial Protection Bureau. 
Such debt is now held by a 
record one in five households, 
said a Pew report last year. 

This debt crisis is particularly 
hard on black students. Ac¬ 
cording to a report last year by 
the Center for American Prog¬ 
ress: “African-American and 
Latino students are especially 
saddled with student debt, with 
81 percent of African-Ameri¬ 
can students and 67 percent 
of Latino students who earned 
bachelor’s degrees leaving 
school with debt. 

This compares to 64 percent of 
white students who graduate 
with debt.” 

The debt burden is having a sig¬ 
nificant impact on marriage. A 
survey published in May by the 
American Institute of Certified 
Public Accountants showed 
that 15 percent of respondents 
delayed marriage because of 
student loan debt. 

Furthermore, for the poorest 
Americans there are marriage 
penalties built into many of our 
welfare programs. As the Heri¬ 
tage Foundation has pointed 
out: “Marriage penalties oc¬ 
cur in many means-tested pro¬ 
grams, such as food stamps, 
public housing, Medicaid, day 
care and Temporary Assistance 
to Needy Families. The welfare 
system should be overhauled 
to reduce such counterpro¬ 
ductive incentives.” 

This is not to explain away why 
people don’t marry or delay 
marriage or have children be¬ 
fore marriage, but to give the 
discussion context. 

In a report financed by the 
Department of Justice a de¬ 
cade ago, Donald Braman, 
a George Washington Univer¬ 
sity law professor, argued, “For 
generations, social institutions 
from slavery and segregation 
to broadly punitive criminal 
sanctions have borne down un¬ 
remittingly on poor and minor¬ 
ity families and communities.” 
One can’t bemoan the break¬ 
down of the family - particu¬ 
larly the black family - without 
at least acknowledging the 
structural and systematic forces 
working against its cohesion.□ 



Fed Fatale: Sex, Money And Gravitas 
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Can a woman effectively run 
the Federal Reserve? That 
shouldn’t even be a question. 
And Janet Yellen, the vice 
chairwoman of the Fed’s Board 
of Governors, isn’t just up to the 
job; by any objective standard, 
she’s the best-qualified person 
in America to take over when 
Ben Bernanke steps down as 
chairman. 

Yet there are not one but two 
sexist campaigns underway 
against Yellen. One is a whis¬ 
per campaign whose sexism is 
implicit, while the other involves 
raw misogyny. And both cam¬ 
paigns manage to combine 
sexism with very bad economic 
analysis. 

Let’s start with the more ex¬ 
treme, open campaign. Last 
week. The New York Sun pub¬ 
lished an editorial attacking Yel¬ 
len titled “The Female Dollar.” 
The editorial took it for granted 
that the Fed has been following 
disastrously inflationary mon¬ 
etary policies for years, even 
though actual inflation is at a 
50-year low. And it warned that 
things would get even worse 
if the dollar were to become 
merely “gender-backed.” I am 
not making this up. 

True, The Sun is a marginal pub¬ 
lication, with strong gold-bug 
tendencies, and nobody would 
pay much attention if the rest 
of the right had ignored or dis¬ 
tanced itself from that editorial. 
In fact, however. The Wall Street 
Journal immediately followed 
up with its own editorial along 


the same lines, in the course 
of which it approvingly quoted 
The Sun piece, female dollar 
and all. 

The other campaign against 
Yellen has been subtler, involv¬ 
ing repeated suggestions - al¬ 
most always off the record - that 
she lacks the “gravitas” to lead 
the Fed. What does that mean? 
Well, suppose we were talking 
about a man with Yellen’s cre¬ 
dentials: distinguished academ¬ 
ic work, leader of the Council of 
Economic Advisers, six years as 
president of the San Francisco 
Fed, a record of working ef¬ 
fectively with colleagues at the 
Board of Governors. Would any¬ 
one suggest that a man with 
those credentials was somehow 
unqualified for office? 

Sorry, but it’s hard to escape 
the conclusion that gravitas, in 
this context, mainly means pos¬ 
sessing a Y chromosome. 

Both anti-Yellen campaigns, 
then, involve unmistakable sex¬ 
ism, and should be condemned 
for that reason. As it happens, 
however, both campaigns 
have another problem, too: 
They’re based on bad eco¬ 
nomic analysis. In the case of 
the “female dollar” types, the 
wrongheadedness of the eco¬ 
nomics is as raw and obvious as 
the sexism. The people shouting 
that the Fed is “debasing the 
dollar” have been warning of 
runaway inflation any day now 
for almost five years, and they 
have been wrong every step 
of the way. Worse, they have 
shown no willingness to admit 
having been wrong, let alone 
to revise their views in the face 
of experience. They are, in short, 
the last people in the world you 
should listen to when it comes 
to monetary policy. 

The wrongheadedness of the 
gravitas crowd, like its sexism, 
is subtler. But to the extent that 
having gravitas means some¬ 
thing other than being male, it 
means being what I like to call 
a Very Serious Person - the kind 
of person who talks a lot about 
the need to make tough deci¬ 


sions, which somehow always 
involves demanding sacrifices 
on the part of ordinary fami¬ 
lies while treating the wealthy 
with kid gloves. And here’s the 
thing: The Very Serious People 
have been almost as consis¬ 
tently wrong, although not as 
spectacularly, as the inflation 
hysterics. This has been obvi¬ 
ously true in the case of budget 
policy, where the Serious Peo¬ 
ple hijacked the national con¬ 
versation, shifting it away from 
job creation to deficits, on the 
grounds that we were facing 
an imminent fiscal crisis - which 
somehow keeps not coming. 
But it has also been true for 
monetary policy. The Wall Street 
Journal (news department, not 
editorial) recently surveyed the 
forecasting records of top poli¬ 
cymakers at the Fed, whom it 
divided into “hawks” (officials 
who keep warning that the 
Fed is doing too much to fight 
unemployment) and “doves” 
(who warn that it’s doing too 
little). It found that the doves 
made consistently better fore¬ 
casts, with the best forecaster 
of all being the most prominent 
of the doves - Janet Yellen. 

The point is that while the gravi¬ 
tas types like to think of them¬ 
selves as serious men (and I 
do mean men) who are willing 
to do what needs to be done, 
recent history suggests that 
they’re actually men who are 
eager to prove their seriousness 
by doing what doesn’t need 
to be done, at the public’s ex¬ 
pense. 

Also, there was a time not along 
ago when almost everyone 
in the gravitas crowd, if asked 
who possessed that mystical 
quality in its purest form, would 
surely have answered “Alan 
Greenspan.” How well did that 
turn out? 

So is Janet Yellen the only pos¬ 
sible candidate to be the next 
leader of the Fed? Of course 
not. But the case for someone 
else should be made on the 
merits - and, so far, that hasn’t 
been what’s happening.□

in Israel, an enemy coun¬ 
try.

But the Israeli authorities 
have sanctioned this small, 
low-profile humanitarian 
response to the tragedy 
taking place in Syria, bal¬ 
ancing decades of hostility 
with the demands of prox¬ 
imity and neighborliness. 
“Most come here uncon¬ 
scious with head injuries," 
said Dr. Masad Barhoum, 
the director general of the 
Western Galilee Hospital in 
Nahariya, on the Mediter¬ 
ranean coast 6 miles south

Like many Israeli hospitals, 
this one serves a mixed 
population of Jews and 
Arabs; its staff includes 
Arabic-speaking doctors, 
nurses and social workers.

In the next bed, a girl, 12, 
lay in a deep sleep. She 
had arrived at the pediat¬ 
ric intensive care unit with 
a severe stomach wound 
that had already been op¬ 
erated on in Syria, and a 
hole in her back. 

Another girl, 13, has been 
here more than a month 
recovering from injuries 
that required complex sur¬ 
geries to her face, arm and 
leg. She and her brother, 9, 
had gone to the supermar¬ 
ket in their village when 
a shell struck. Her brother 
was killed in the attack. 

As fighting between Syr¬ 
ian government forces 


more civilians with blast 
wounds, among them 
women and children who 
have arrived alone and 
traumatized. 

Israel has repeatedly de¬ 
clared a policy of nonin¬ 
tervention in the Syrian civil 
war, other than its readi¬ 
ness to strike at stocks of 
advanced weapons it 
considers a threat to its se¬ 
curity. Officials have also 
made clear that Israel 
would not open its increas¬ 
ingly fortified border to an 
influx of refugees, as Turkey 
or Jordan have, given that 
Israel and Syria officially re¬ 
main in a state of war. 


of the Lebanese border. 
“They wake up after a few 
days or whenever and 
hear a strange language 
and see strange people,” 
he said. “If they can talk, 
the first question is, ‘Where 
am I?’ " He added, “I am 
sure there is an initial shock 
when they hear they are in 
Israel.” The identity of the 
patients is closely guarded, 
so they will not be in dan¬ 
ger when they return to 
Syria. Soldiers sit outside the 
wards where the adults are 
to protect them from possi¬ 
ble threats and prying jour¬ 
nalists. But doctors allowed 
access to the children in 


non and hit the hospital’s 
eye department during the 
2006 war between Israel 
and Hezbollah. The rocket 
penetrated four floors but 
nobody was injured be¬ 
cause all the north-facing 
wards had been moved 
underground. 

With more than 100,000 
people estimated to have 
died in the Syrian civil war, 
Barhoum, an Arab Chris¬ 
tian citizen of Israel, ac¬ 
knowledged that the Israeli 
medical assistance was “a 
drop in the ocean." 

But he said he was proud 
of the level of treatment 
his teams could provide

and proud to be a citizen 
of a country that allowed 
him to treat every person 
equally. He said the cost 
of the treatment so far had 
amounted to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and 
would be paid for by the 
Israeli government. 

Since late March, almost 
100 Syrians have arrived 
at two hospitals in Gali¬ 
lee. Forty-one severely 
wounded Syrians have 
been treated here at the 
Western Galilee Hospital, 
which has a new neurosur¬ 
gical unit as well as pediat¬ 
ric intensive care facilities. 
Two of them have died, 28 
have recovered and been 
transferred back to Syria, 
and 11 remain here. 
Another 52 Syrians have 
been taken to the Re¬ 
becca Sieff Hospital in the 
Galilee town of Sated. The 
latest, a 21-year-old man 
with gunshot and shrapnel 
wounds, arrived Saturday. 
A woman, 50, arrived Fri¬ 
day with a piece of shrap¬ 
nel in her heart and was 
sent to the Rambam hospi¬ 
tal in the northern port city 
of Haifa for surgery. 

Little has been revealed 
about how they get here, 
other than that the Israeli 
military runs the technical 
side of the operation. The 
doctors say all they know 
is that Syrian patients arrive 
by military ambulance and 
that the hospital calls the 
army to come pick them 
up when they are ready to 
go back to Syria. 

Now, efforts are underway 
to bring over relatives to 
help calm the unaccom¬ 
panied children. 

When the 13-year-old ar¬ 
rived, she was in a state of 
fear and high anxiety, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Zeev Zonis, 
the head of the pediatric 
intensive care unit here. 

“A large part of our treat¬ 
ment was to try to em¬ 
brace her in a kind of vir¬ 
tual hug," he said. 

Days later, the girl’s aunt 
arrived from Syria. She be¬ 
gan to care for the Syrian 
children here, living and 
sleeping with them in the 
intensive care unit. The 
staff and volunteers donat¬ 
ed clothes and gifts.Q
